University Health Service is pre- 
paring Publication to Dis- 
tribute on Campus 



Aim Arbor, Oct. 25.— Eight rules 
for the safeguarding of student health 
and the promotion of sanitation at the 
University of Michigan have been pre- 
pared by the university health ser- 
vice and will be distributed to the 
students in pamphlet forth as soon as 
possible. Penalties for their violation 
will accompany the rules. 

Under the new regulations spitting 
on the sidewalks or in any" of the 
buildings will render the offenders 
liahle to expulsion. Students with a 
chronic cough are to be sent to the 
health service for examination. All 
sin, lents ii-ing the gmyunslum must 
be examined nnd c ises of Infectious 
disease will he referred to the health 
service. No common drinking cupl 
shall be used and a weekly examina- 
tion of the water supply will he made, j 
If it is found to he in n dangerous ! 
condition notices will he posted about 
the campus. 

The rules will be administered nnd' 
enforced by ;i committee of the uni- 
versity senate to lie appointed by the 
president of the university. 

In addition,', the pamphlet will con- 
tain a description of the health scr- j 
vice, giving particulars In regard to 
the hours when examinations may be! 
secured, the nature of these examina- 
tions, advice as to choice of rooms and 
suggestions for proper treatment of 
more common diseases.

Chicago. October 26. — Coaches of the 
middle west of the United Slates have 
expressed entire satisfaction with 
the rules governing foothall at pre- 
sent nnd are ready to predict that 
future meetings ol the rules commit- 
tee, which have been stormy In the ex- 
treme for the last few years, will be 
hut gatherings of a congratulatory 
order rallier than lor further changes. 
Football to-day seems to he nearer 
the safe, open game which lias been 
Striven for since Hie muss plays were 
tabooed In HOG than at any time. 

The recent lown-Cblcugo game at 
Marshall Field afforded a good display 
of the possibilities of the open attack 
and also proved that a fast and heavy 
eleven Is of more worth offensively 
and deenslvcly than eleven men of 
less weight. Iowa showed a scoring 
machine of undoubted ability and 
gained Its distances many limes 
through .1 varied and open attack, 
hut when the leal test of the game 
enme, with the teams battling on 
even terms under the shadow ot the 
goal posts, the weight of Chicago 
(old and Iowa was beaten. 

Speed Is Ihe biggest factor, outside 
weight, under the present rules? Any 
in. in currying the hall must get away 
ahead of Ills opponents and lo make 
yards he must prove Individual ability 
and skill, hut he must have that mo- 
mentum that speed alone can give 
to produce yardage, for he Is practical- 
ly alone on dashes outside ol tackle 
and through the line, as the rules pre- 
vent his leiimniales from giving any 
hilp excepting Interfering without us- 
ing hands or pulling, shoving or in 
any other way helping along tin- man 
carrying the hall. 

There have been many Interesting 
formations shown ibis year which, 
while they do not differ greatly from 
Ihe old-time schemes of the great foot- 
hall mentors, have an original idea 
that is hard to solve. Iowa used a 
spread play that was shown years ago 
by Minnesota, Carlisle and Pennsyl- 
vania, htlt II proved more efficient In 
Ihat every man on the Une was liable 
to curry the bull and brought out 
trick plays of worth. Chicago failed 
to break up this play at all when 
Quarterback Cross executed it, for the 
little general varied his signals so 
cleverly that the maroons were bard 
put to solve where the ball was go- 
ing. 

When the Carlisle Indians pulled 
the hidden hall trick, with one of the 



players shoving the pigskin under his 
Jersey and romping the length of the 
field for a touchdown, legislation was 
Immediately enacted ubollshlng such 
a play. Hut there are still formations 
of that kind In use and several of the 
western coaches have come out for a 
strict rule preventing such tricks, de- 
claring that such offense takes away 
tile Interest of the game In that when 
the spectators or defensive players 
lose sight of the hall It militates 
against the sport. 

Iowa gained a touchdown against 
Chicago through hiding the ball, and 
while Hie maroons failed lo Hike Issue 
on the trick, several followers of the 
sport present spoke against It. It wns 
shown that the hawk-eye centre sat 
di'wn on the ball until the opposing 
forces were thrown off their guard 
ami then passed the ball to u waiting 
hack field man who skirted an un- 
protected end. This play, lost to many 
of the spectators, helped Iowa to a 
touchdown, but It did not give the 
I opposing force an even chance, which 
mil rules of oil sport tend to do. 
I The variations of the forwnrd pass 
j in vogue this year are a revelation 
[to the old-time foothall players. Com- 
bined passes, in which three, four and 
sometimes five men handle the ball, 
have been developed until the defense 
has been called upon to produce a 
quick thinking loi of men to cope 
wl!h these formations. These passes 
ale necessarily In the open, affording 
the spectators a chance to see every 
move of the play and have done much 
In creating interest In the game.

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INTO THE LIMELIGHT 



For many years it has been the custom when the "silly sea- 
son" or "dog days" are at hand, tor the London halfpenny papers 
to start controversies on a number of ridiculous questions such as 
whether or not a man should marry his cousin, or other subjects of 
a similar nature. These subjects arc chosen with the object of giv- 
ing opportunities for the publication of senseless correspondence 
which, in many instances, is written by a cub reporter at the order 
of the editor. 

In case any of our readers should think that the letter which 
appears in another column over the signature "R. S. Perry," is of 
this character. \vc wish to state most emphatically that it is not 
the work of any member of the staff. Neither is the name a 
fictitious one. No, not at all. This was only learned after a dili- 
gent inquiry which lasted the greater part of a day. Finally, how- 
ever, a "Daily" representative was able to establish beyond all 
question, that a gentleman of that name had been seen attending 
classes in the Science Building. 

Further than this, nothing could be ascertained. In his letter 
he states that he is a man who has had some newspaper experience. 
This he proves by using the terms "bold-face type" and "reprints." 
and by the time-worn trick of the unscrupulous lampooner — 
using quotations in such a way as lo misrepresent the meaning of 
the original writer. Notwithstanding the fact that this person has 
had newspaper experience, however, he has not yet applied for a 
try-out on the "Daily" staff, although on more than one occasion 
this year we have sent out a call for more reporters. What is the 
reason for this Is it because he docs not consider his experience 
sufficiently wide as to warrant his making application for a position 
on the staff, or docs he lack the "college spirit" and loyalty to his 
University which has induced many other students to turn out for the 
"Daily"' 

Instead of doing this, the gentleman in question has chosen to 
stand idly by and prate of incompetency on the editorial staff 
while at the same time professing noble sentiments of loyalty and 
fatherly protection for the good name of McCill. As for this ex- 
perienced person's charges of incompetency, we must treat them 
with the contempt they deserve, coming as they do from a student 
who, as far as can be ascertained, has never done anything worth 
mentioning himself, and who, if he has had the experience he claims, 
should have applied for a try-out on the "Daily" staff, they are not 
worth the paper they arc written on. Not only docs this obscure 
critic attempt to censure members of the staff who have spent a 
great deal of time and labor on the paper from the time they en- 
tered College, but he also takes it upon himself to give us advice. 
What right he has to do this is known only to himself. If he 
were competent to give us pointers, he would, in the natural order of 
things, be editor of the paper; instead of which he has not had 
either enough college spirit or ability to qualify as cub reporter or 
printer's devil. 

His whole letter is a childish attempt at misrepresentation. In 
it he accuses the editor of spitcfulncss, and by his assertion that the 
ex-R. M. C. undergraduates are "as fine a bunch of fellows as arc 
to be found in the College," one would think that he had found 
something in the "Daily" stating that this was not the case. Ev- 
eryone knows that some of the finest men in Canada are graduates 
of the Royal Military College, and the ones attending McGill at 
present are not exceptions to the rule. However, they do not need 
a defender of the type of our correspondent and would probably 
have preferred that he leave them out of his letter altogether. 

There are several peculiar statements in the letter. In one sen- 
tence the writer, in referring to the editor, says, "he rushed headlong 
into the publication of a report which had absolutely no foundation 
and which rumor, so-called, was known to, at most, not more than 
a dozen students until its publication in the "Daily." In this sen- 
tence our inaccurate correspondent lays himself open to the serious 
charge of inveracity." The report had foundation. It stated that 
there was a rumor going the rounds. There n»os a rumor going the 
rounds, and among some of those up in football circles at McGill. 
Where he gets his figures regarding the number of students to 
whom the rumor was known is beyond us. This simply instances 
the absurdity of the whole communication. He then 
" stops to ask " why the article. if only intended to 
give publicity to a rumor, was printed in black type. It was printed 
in this style for the purpose of giving publicity to the rumor. We 
hope the answer is satisfactory. 

Enough of Mr. Perry and his nonsense, however. The letter 
has absolutely no bearing on the question to which it is supposed to 
refer, and can only be construed as a personal attack on the editor of 
the "Daily." It has, accordingly, been treated as such. There is 
only one other possible object which the writer could have had. 
namely — to emerge from his present obscurity into the not wholly 
desirable limelight of notoriety. Whatever his object may have 
been, we trust he is now satisfied. 

In conclusion we wish to state to readers of the "Daily" that 
we deeply regret the necessity of taking up so much space with a 
subject of such little consequence as this letter and its author.
